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DETAILED ACTION 



Applicants' election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-8 drawn to a liquid 
formulation of a therapeutic agent comprising: rapamycin in a pharmaceutical^ effective 
dosage; and one or more pharmaceutical^ acceptable solubility enhancers is 
acknowledged. Accordingly, claims 9-10 are withdrawn from consideration because 
they are non-elected invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 1-4, 6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Waranis et al. (U.S.Patent No. 5,516,770). 
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Waranis et al. teach an aqueous, injectable rapamycin (also known as sirolimus) 
solution comprising the concentration of rapamycin from 0.25mg/ml to 3mg/ml. 
(abstract). Waranis et al. illustrate a preparation of rapamycin (sirolimus) at 1mg/ml 
with polyethylene glycol, water and polysorbate. (Examples 2 and 3). 



Claims 1-3 and 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Rubino et al. (US 2004/0167152 A1). 

Rubino et al. teach aqueous parenteral formulations of rapamycin 42-ester with 
3-hydroxy-2-(hydroxymethyl)-2-methyl-propionic acid (CCI-779) with a parenterally 
acceptable cosolvent, antioxidant (stabilizers) and a surfactant, (abstract, [0021]). 
Rubino et al. illustrate the formulation comprising CCI-779, vitamin E TPGS and water. 
([0041], Example 6). Rubino et al. illustrate the formulation comprising CCI-779, 
polyethylene glycol, polysorbate and water. ([0036], Example 4). Rubino et al. teach 
that the concentration of CCI-779 is from about 0.05mg/ml to about 50mg/ml, 
particularly from about 1mg/ml to about 25mg/ml, and about 2.5mg/ml to about 
10mg/ml. (claims 1-7, 17and 18, particularly claims 7, 17 and 18). These ranges, of the 
concentration overlaps and encompasses Applicant's claimed concentration rage set 
forth in claim 3. 

For these reasons the claimed subject matter is deemed to fail to patentably 
distinguish over the state of the art as represented by the cited references. The claims 
are therefore properly rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102. 
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None of the claims are allowed.
